Captain Imley waa the first English 


author"-to visit DlinoiB. In his rare 
old book; "Topographical Description 
of the Western Territory of- North 
America," published in London in 
1793, he gives the result* of hia per- 
sonal observations. 
He disposes: of 


Illinois in a note, thus : "The Illinois 
cdantry is in 'general of a superior soil 
to any part of North America I have 
Seen. 
It produces fine oak, hickqry, 


ce,darr jnulbprrj trees, etc. Some dye- 
ing reots and medicinal plants; hops, 
and excellent wild grapes; and in the 
year 1769, 110 hogsheads of well tested jang.w3m^jitew) 
and strong wine were inadc by the 
French settlers from these grapes." 
, 


The region here designated "the Illi- 


nois country" doubtless extended far 
beyond the State bearing that name. 
As long ago as that "well tested" wine 
was pressed, there was here and there 
along the water course a French settle- 
ment in Illinois proper. The chief of 
these was at Kaekaskia, or as the early 
English speaking settlers usually called 
it, Cusfey. 
It retained its prominence 


for many years, and when Illinois, once 
a county of Virginia, was created a 
Territory, 1810, Kaakaskia became the 
capital. That honor was retained until 
after the Territory bacame a State, in 
1818. 
, 
1 


The first General Assembly deter- 


mined upon a change of the capital. 
The little old French town on the Miss 
sissippi was on the extreme western 
verge. 
The pioneers whose homes 


skirted the Wabash would not allow 
the seat of government to be so remote, 
and onesided. • jlnstead of creating a 
second capital to share tho honor of 
the first, as was. done in Connecticut 
and Rhode Island, those primitive 
legislators decided to seek out an en- 
tirely new capital midway between the 
two rivers named. 
It was not to bo 


much further north. With, the except- 
ion of Fort Clark (Peoria) and Fort 
Dearborn (Chicago, eras it was orignin- 
ally spelled, Ghiokago), there was hard- 
ly a white settlement in the northern 
part of the State at that time. The 
entire region north and west of the 
Illinois river was one county, Pike, 
and quite generally supposed to be one 
vast swamp. 
,: ' 
. 


Commissioners were appointed to 


select a spot and give it a name, for 
there was no actual settlement in the 
interior. The people lived near .the 
rivers, being dependent upon them for 
their communication with the world.-r— 
They chose a spot supposed to be cen- 
tral, and decided to name it ;in honor 
of some Indian tribe then or formerly 
found within the limits of the State. 
A wag suggested to them that the 
Goths and Vandals had been the most 
famous tribes of Illinois. The Com- 
missioners took the suggestion in so- 
ber earnest never mistrusting the joke. 
Taking thdir cue from that bit of sup- 
posed history, they invented the name 
Vandalia. ' No one in the Legislature 
knew enough to see the blunder, add 
so the unborn town, destined to be the 
seat of government for about twenty
